Washington, April 3 —(/P) — Sen- 


ate investigators sought today 
to 


get a look at Senator McCarthy's 
ecret documents dealing with his 
'spy for Russia" charges against 
Owen Lattimore — charges hotly 
denied by Lattimore. 


A senate foreign relations sub- 


committee a r r a n g e d a behind 
closed-doors 
meeting to 
discuss 


getting access to the data which 
McCarthy, Wisconsin 
Republican, 


has indicated he is not willing to 
give the group. 


In advance of th^ session, Sena- 


tor Green (D-Ri), acting chairman 
of the inquiry committee, talked 
again of issuing a subpoena if Mc- 
Carthy refuses to take the investi- 
gators into his confidence after a 
formal request for the material. 


The committee 
has 
subpoenas 


out now trying to force the FBI 
and other government agencies to 
let it see confidential loyalty files. 
An ironic twist of the investiga- 
tion: McCarthy gave his informa- 
tion to the FBI and withheld 
it 


from the committee, but has insist-
